The check 
vaguired the showing of bis travel permit in each instance and Incinded in- 
gasecion of bis luggage upon entering end leaving the train. 


At Shench an 4% was necessary to obtain another travel permit to leave the 
wancury by applying to the lecal police. However, the Shench ‘wan police would 
not igeue an exit permit to a non-resident of Shench“‘uan uniess he had an 

exit nermitt from his place of departure. The police. examined the origiuei 
axis permit and questioned the traveller concerning the date and place where 
Gos permit, vas issued, whether the photagraph was the eriginsl photegraoh, 

aad su forth. After this the traveller was required to fill in biographical 
data cn two forma and to supply two photographs of himself. After raceiving 
the comieted forma and photographs, the police made cut an exit perwit with 
a3 .0Ufielal geal and gave it te the traveller. The whole proceedings recuired 
noewt: thirty minmtas. 


fa Shench wen it was also possible for a person without a British permit for 
aatry inte Kowlcon to make arrangements for illege) entry. An oxamcle of 

how the security controls work and of how itiegal entry to the New Territe=- 
ries may be accomplished is illustrated belew. In one such instance, a person 
tcavelling from Shanghai to Heng Kong was asked while registering at a hotel 
331 Shenchuen if he planned to go te Hong Kong, and if he had a British permit 
%> enter British territory. When he replied that he did plan to go te Hong 
Kong bat had no permit, he was told he could be taken across the border for 

& price. The prices agreed woeon van HK..500. He was told that if any Chinese 
aatncrities asked him about an entry permit from the British government, he 
was to say he did not have one but he had friends waiting in Lown who would 
take him across the border. If asked whether his friends were frow the Yellow 
Oc = the name of the smuggling group arranging his passage acroes the border —— 
he wes told to say they were not. He was told to wait at his hotel until 
time for the next train from Lown to Kowloon. Just befora train time he was 
teld to go through the custons. 


&G tke station, his travel permits were shown to the customs and the custe m 
orficials checked his baggage thoroughly. They listed the amount of jeveiry 
aid cther valuables he possessad on back of his exit peradt as authority 
for Lim to bring these items back into the country tax-free. He was permit- 
tad to take only one ounce of gold and HK 10 ont of the country. Jen min 
piiac were changed at a braneh of the Bank of China for Hore Kong currency. 
Any jen min p'iac valued at over HKG1O wes "contributed" to the Chinese 
"volunteers" for the purchase of planes and other military equipment. At 
the exit of the custome offices, customs officials and security police re~ 
examined the traveller's exit permits and checked to see that his baggage 
was marked properly. 


At, the barricade between Sheneh ‘nan and Lowa, a member of the security police 
stopned the traveller and checked his documents against a list he carried. 
The traveller was then asked if he had a British entry permit. When he re~ 
plied thet he hed friends at; Low, he was asked how mach he had paid his 
friends. He sald he had not paid them anything. He was then permitted to go 
through the barricade, A representative of the Yellow Ox on the Shenchuan 
side signalied to a confederate on the Low: side as he passed through the 
berricade. The British customs officials -- Hong Kong Chinese —« examined 
his suitcase cursorily and passed him. Had he not wented te open his luggage, 
the customs officials would have passed it for about OHK50. After clearing 
the customs in Low, the traveller waa taken to a shack and told by the 
Yellow Ox representatives there that while travelling from Lowi to Kowloon 


_he shwild act naturally, read a newspaper, and not talk or leck about. He
